Le Conservation Notes--Background material and suggestions for Lece 
releases om AAA gollebullding practices are being prepared in the 
Division of Information for distribution to the states. Four of 
the conservation notese-dsaling with seedings of Legumea and gracses, 
application of lime and phosphate, creck manure and cover crops, and 
tree planting=-hav o alresdy been mailed. The purpose of these notes 
4a to fwnigh information on the extent to which practices are used, 
what they do for the soil, and to give specific suggestions which 
may be useful in preparing local releases on soil-building practices 
in your state, These practices vary so widely fron state to state 
that general releases on thom must be re-written wore often than not 
to make applicable in the states. Consequently, 16 was thought that 
the type of information in the conservation notes would be convenient 
for preparing local releases on practices that apply to your state, 
Additional notes on important practices will be mailed wery shortly. 
We would like suggestions on how thie material may he improved or 
better adapted to state use. 


2. Crop Insurance--Since adjustment of early losses may soon begin in 
the winter wheat area, locel releases on this activity will be avail- 
able in the states. The Crop Insurance Information Section sugcests 
a brief feature with a picture on a representative adjustment in the 
atate, The pieture could show the farmer and the adjuster examining 
the damaged field, or it might show 2 farmer planting sorghume or 
guumer fallowlng a field where his wheat failed, pointing out that 
inaured iucome from his wheet helped him finance good use of the land, 
Such a picture could have 3 variety of angles since farmers have used 
their indemmities to buy livestock and poultry, terrace fields, repair 
dwellings. eta. Another picture which could be taken in the spring 
wheat ares. is the vlanting of an insured crop as soon as the planting 
neagon sterts, This pleture might show & representative farner pre- 
paring hie iand for planting, or actually planting his crop under 
good conditions. An idea to work into such a picture: The farmer has 
high hopes fer a good crop, but just the game he is glaé of the addition- 
aL protection from his insurance, 


3. Yarm Plen Sign-up--Weekly stories have been sont to most states on the 
Farm Plan sign-up, but further releaves may be needed localiy before 
the deadline dates arrive, 


4, Wheat oan Liquidation--Loang on 1939 wheat fall due April 36, and re- 
eases could be prepared, calling attention to this date and deseribing 
steps necessary in making settlement. In areas where loans oa farm 
stored wheat may be extended, a release could point out the steps neces- 
sary in extending a loan end the conditions of the extension, An effec» 
tive fill-in release could be written for distribution in the counties, 
after loans sre all liquidated or extended, to snow how much more farmera 
of the county realized from their 1939 wheat crop by being able to take 
out loans on 1¢ last fall and selling it later when the market price wan 
higher. The difference in the locus foan rate and the prices which 
farmers actuelly realized on thelr wheat will no doubt make a falresizgad 
total in most wheat counties. Jn most cases, if net all, sountles will 
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have this information, Although there will probebly be 6 considersbie 
lag between the time thie information i9 available im the county end om 
a state basis, a state release could de written on the same eubjact. 


Lime and Phosphate Feature--Veature stories should be available in the 
fast Central Region on lime and phosphate practices (and other ares 
where apvliceble). Such stories, in addition tc the totals of line and 
phosphate already ordered by farmers, could point out the value of these 


' materiale through the personal experience of farmers, There may be an 


opvertunity to submit releases of this kind to farm journels and to fern 
sections of pavers which circulate rather widely im your area, Pictures 
can illustrate good leeume and grass growths brought about by appli cae 
tion of lime or phosphate, or both, and action shote of farmera applying 
these materials, 


Ferm Operations Story--A posnible county feature story which could be 
prepared very soon would be one highlighting the start of spring work on 


. the farm, the organization of fara work for the year, the beginning af 


soil-building practices and other activities on the farma. The feature 
could point out how farmers are olanning their 1940 operations to comply 
with the AAA Farm Program, how their plane fit in with good farming 
practices, and how the smaller opportunity for raiaing cash crops is 
more than offset by the advantages that come from conservation farming, 
Where the AAA Farm Plan or Farm Plan Sheet ia used in 1940 sign-up work, 
4% could be tied in with this release, 


Winter Legumes and Cover Crops--Stories on winter legumes and other winter 
cover crops will be readily available in Southern atates during April as 
these crops will have attained full growth by then and farmers will be 
turning them under as green manure, cutting them for hay, eto. (Am 
pictogragh mata on green mamure and cover practices will fit in with suck 
stories, if the mats’have not already been used),

Suggestions for Radio Prorrams in the States 


1, See News Tine in Calendar=--Radio should be oart of a regular information 
program, should supplement news coverage of important develooments and 
interest listeners so that they will went to orocure detailed information 
atout the subject covered. Generally, snything that makes a fond news 
release is suitable for radio material if it can de made simple, 


2. Broadcast Sugzestions--It's a good idee. to document the philosonhy of the 
program and program developments with farmer experience. It is more 
effective to aek farmers to discuss something definite, such as their soii- 
building work, than to merely have farmers talking. Here are some suzrts= 
tions-=not new but aprropriate--for farmer broadcasts: 


a. Crop Insurance=--In a wheat state a fermer could tell what it means 
to hia family to receive a wheat crop insurance indemnity; circ, 
how the certainty of a crop enables him to take better care of 
the soil. 


», Farm Plan Sien-Un--4, farmer could digeuss the value of the “arm 
Pian as a cart = his yearly operations, as an sid to better 


farming, and vossibly the savings that result from having the 
whole farming pleture before him. Also, he mirht discuss javt 
exactly what his part in the Farm Program will be during the year. 


c. Wheat Loan Liquidation--What it has meant to the farmer to de 
able to hola his wheat off = low market and se11 on a hicher 
market; in areas whore the loan may be extended, how a farmer 
goes about getting a loan extension could be explained, 


d, Ae an alternative or sequel to ‘c", 2 business man could take 
part in a broadcast with a fermer--the farmer vointing out his 
personal experience with the wheat losn and how he profited, and 
the buginess man pointing out both the versonal and econmnunity 
advantages resulting from the wheat loaa,

Application of Lime and Phosyhate--A farmer could sive an sccount 
of outstanding results from applying these materials, and discuss 
lime and phosphate as 6 basis for a real eoil-building propram on 
the farm, A farmer with prize-winning pigs or heevy-producing 
cows may attribute results to the use of lime and chosphate, 


f, Wome Gardens--In « Vroadcast to show that home gardens are a 
valuable part of farming operations in the South, a farmer or 
farm woman, or both, misht relate a personal experience with a 
garden throuch canning time end the winter months, showing how 
much income and ood food the garden vrovided, 
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Ferm and “ome Series=--The national AAA radio ser es, ‘feday's Sell for 
foday and Tomorrow," will ve completed with five broadeests in April. 

A broadcast not previously scheduled will, be aired Aoril 2% when three 
persons from Stutsman County, North Dekota--a fermer, a ferm woman and 
s business man--tell how crop insurance hae served farmers in the 
Northern Great Plains.

County and community committees wilt be determine 
ing 1941 wheat allotments and establishing normal yields. 
1941 county wheat allotmente will go out to counties 
about Mey 15.

Soii-Pullding 
Practices: 


The time is approsching when most sugar beet growers 
will be hiring labor for work in the beet fields, Local 
press and radio releases can remind growers who wish to 
receive payments under the Sugar Act of 1937 that they may 
not hive, nor cermit to work, children under the age of 14, 
and that the wrking dey of children vetween 14 and 16 is 
limited to 8 hours. Members of the immediate family of 2 
person who ig 3 legal owner of not less than 40 percent of 
the crop at the time the work is performed aré exempt from 
this ruling. 


The wages to be paid to beet field iabor in the pro= 
duction, cultivation, or harvesting of the 1940 erop, by 
grovers, (ezcest those in California) who wish to receive 
gugar payments will be announced shortly. Wages for 
Laborers in California were announced January 16. 


Soll-conssrving vractices, or farming requirement 
practices, under the 1940 prorram are virtually the same 
ag those for 1239, ‘They include the seeding or maintenance 
of adapted legumes or eresses, the plowing under of adaptad 
green manure crops, and the application ef aninal or cheml= 
cal fertilizers. State offices will have completes informa=- 
tion on these practices as they apply to your gtate. 


Bast Central Region: Practices which may be carried 
out during April include terracing, spring eeedinges of 
Legumes and grasses, application of Lime and phosphate, 
and turning unier green manure crops. 


Northeast Region: Farmers may top-dress pastures, 
plant trees, and apply lime to erop land. 


North Central Region: Farmers can seed legumes and, 
grasses and apply lime ana fertilizer, Use of triple= 
superphosphate under the grant-of=ald program will reach, 
a peak during 4pril. Alfalfa seeding will also be at 
ite peak during April, and early May. 


Discing and other pasture improvement practices will 
begin in April, as will establishment of sod waterways, 
conetraction of dams in gullies and other erosion control 
atructureg. Contour lines will be laid out, Tree planting 
will probably be finished, and stands of trees will be 
improved in the northern states,
